Immediate steps to preserve the major principles and objectives of the dealer code 


have been taken by the National Automobile Dealers’ Assn. following the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court declaring the National Recovery Act unconstitutional. In 
a statement to Automotive Daily News, Tuesday morning, F. W. A. Vesper, president of 


the NADA, said: 


“The Supreme Court decision, quite naturally, affects our code. 


We are, however, 


prepared with a plan for continuing the major principles and objectives of our code, 


which plan we will submit to our board of directors Friday and Saturday of this week. 


NADA will carry on to obtain these principles.” 


The Supreme Court decision, sweeping away the NRA, automatically would bring 


to an end all enforcement of the present code and halts further operation of the “liqui- 


dated damages” agreements which were established under an amendment to the codes 


making this form of enforcement possible.

Sales 
during the latter part of May are showing renewed 
strength and there has been a definite improvement in 
the used car market. The first 40 states to report for 
April showed a total of 271,076 units as compared with 
187,627 in the same states in April, 1934. In 1934, these 
states accounted for approximately 84 per cent of the 
entire month’s business. If this ratio carries this year 
the total should fall close to the estimate above of 322,700.

Output Beats 1934 

Lansing, Mich.—Oldsmobile production of 1935 cars up 
to May 21 has exceeded the production figure for the 
entire 12 months of 1934, it has been announced by D, E. 
Ralston, vice-president and general sales manager. A 
total of 80,623 sixes and eights have been built up to May 
21, as compared with 79,813 units for 1934. According to 
Ralston, the company will this year pass its all-time peak 
established in 1929 with 103,000 cars. 


Report on Spring Shows 

Detroit.—Sales of General Motors cars and trucks at 
the spring showings in 51 cities throughout the country 
totalled 12,382 units, according to complete reports. Total 
attendance was 3,017,353. In the 49 cities where the 
showings were also held last year, a gain of 8.6 per cent 
was registered. Sales gains were registered in practically 
all cities, Los Angeles leading with an increase of 540 
per cent. 


April Estimate 

etroit.—New passenger car sales in the United States 
during April, based on official registrations in 38 states, 
totalled 320,000 units, according to the estimate of R. L. 
Polk & Co. The March total was 261,477, and April, 1934, 
figures were 223,050. The registrations in the 38 states 
reported were 217,154 units, up 21.53 per cent from 
178,607 sales in the previous month. Truck and com- 
mercial car sales for April were estimated at 46,000 
units, with 38 states reporting 31,136 units. 


End Strike 

Cincinnati,O.—A seven-point agreement by which union 
leaders said that 2,200 men at the Chevrolet-Fisher body 
plant her would return to work Tuesday, definitely end- 
ing a strike which began Apr. 30, was reached at a mass 
meeting Monday night. The plan was oral, employers 
declining to enter into a signed agreement at this time. 


Settlement Nears 

Cleveland.—Negotiations between officials of the auto- 
mobile workers union and the management of the White 
Motor Co. have been adjourned to allow both sides to 
gather additional material, Although there is picket- 
ing outside the plant, it is of a very quiet nature. The 
company reports that considerable progress has been 
made toward settlement of the dispute. Beth sides have 
expressed a desire to reach a permanent agreement 
rather than a temporary truce which could have been 
reached by now, it is said. 


John C. Wetmore 

Los Angeles, Cal.—Death has claimed another pioneer 
of the automobile industry and its affiliations, John C. 
Wetmore, dean of automobile editors, who passed away 
at the ripe old age of 78. 

Mr. Wetmore had been out of harness for more than 
10 years except that he had been acting as correspondent 
for Automotive Daily News and also writing for George 
Schell’s Motor West. He had retired as automobile editor 
of the New York Mail prior to moving to California. 

Like the late Jack Kerrison of the Boston Post, Mr. 
Wetmore had been a bicycle editor before the automobile 
industry came into being. With the coming of the horse- 
less carriage he swung into line with the new business. 
For a quarter of a century or more he was one of the 
leading writers on automobile subjects on the New York 
dailies. Everyone knew “Jonah,” (his pen name), and 


he was a most inspirational writer as well as the best 
after dinner speaker in his branch of the profession. Mr. 
Wetmore is survived by his widow.
